lo Tha problem of Subgroup D is to determine tha part to bo pleysd by 
monitoring in evaluating the existing and potential tlsroat of Scviat Bloc 
radio frequency usage and jemming capabilities 0 It is considered that monitor- 
ing is the most economical if not the only method of determining the extent 
of this throat to II. S« coitERmicationso 25X1A 

2 0 In January, 1952, CIA was authorised to organise 
operation to initiate efforts to evaluate Soviet Bloc Jarasing capabilitioso 
A rnoro recent action has dilated that the Department of Defense assume the 
responsibilities for program* Therefore, it would appear that 
the problem of responsibility for determining Soviet jaasairg capabilities has 
been resolved and need not bo considered herein 0 

3© CIA was also authorised to establish a Central Pile of Foreign Freq^ 
uency Usage and Radio Station Particulars for the collection and evaluation of 
data on foreign usage of tha radio spectrum,, Tha same authority rsconmanded 
that FCC facilities bo expanded to provide additional monitoring data for tha 
Control File; however, Congress denied the funds for this FCC expansion program. 
The CIA Central File co\jld provide soma information to aid in determining the 
-Soviet Bloc threat with respect to frequency usage 9 but recent studies have deter= 
aiined that monitoring data currently available for inclusion in the file is 
inadequate to provide a basis for a comprehensive OT&luaiio» 0

USIA, and CIA* Higher authority should determine which agency n o objectives and
